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INTRODUCTION 


From  the  earliest  settlement  of  Connecticut  until  the  adop- 
tion of  the  present  state  constitution  in  October  1818,  the 
Congregationalists,  or  Presbyterians  as  they  frequently  styled 
themselves,  were  the  established  religious  order  in  Connecticut. 
During  the  latter  part  of  this  period  other  denominations 
appeared,  but  the}^  constituted  only  a  minor  part  of  either  the 
people  or  the  organizations.  The  Congregational  Ecclesias- 
tical Societies  or  Parishes  had  charge  of  all  business  or  secular 
matters  within  their  limits  pertaining  to  the  religious  organi- 
zation, as  the  Church  within  the  same  limits  had  of  spiritual 
affairs. 

At  first,  liberty  would  be  given  by  the  General  Assembly  to 
set  up  a  church  in  a  town.  Later,  as  the  population  of  a  town 
increased  and  spread,  the  Assembly  upon  petition  would  divide 
the  town  into  two  or  more  Societies,  naming  and  carefully 
establishing  the  bounds  of  each,  and  give  liberty  for  a  church 
in  each  Society.  Sometimes  a  Society  would  be  located  partly 
in  each  of  two  or  more  towns,  where  a  center  of  settlement  lay 
near  a  town  line.  Only  in  a  few  instances  was  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  a  Societ}^  established  within  the  bounds  of  another 
Society. 

Occasionally  a  Society  failed  to  receive  a  definite  name  from 
the  Assembly  when  it  was  established ;  or  sometimes  one  would 
come  to  be  known  by  a  name  which  was  popularly  applied  to 
it,  rather  than  bj^  its  official  designation. 

Frequently  Societies  changed  their  location  from  one  town 

to  another,   through  the  incorporation  of  new  towns  by  the 

division  of  older  towns.     This  would  often  result  in  the  Society 

in  the  new  town  being  designated  b}-  a  new  name,  sometimes 

officially  and  more  often  unofficially.     The  different  Societies 

y      in  a  town  were  often  called  by  their  numerical  designation  in 

v!:^  the  order  of  their  establishment,  as  Second  or  Fifth  Societ}^, 

/X  which  designation  would  be  changed  by  the  division  of  the 

v^  town.     The  result  of  all  this  is  that  it  often  seems  impossible 

/V^  to  fix  upon  the  true  legal  name  of  a  Societ3\ 


It  is  often  now  impossible  to  tell  from  the  record  of  the 
establishment  of  a  Society  from  what  Society  or  Societies  it 
was  set  off. 

The  date  of  the  establishing  of  a  Society  differs  in  the 
majority  of  instances  from  that  of  the  organization  of  the 
Church  in  that  Society.  Usually  it  is  earlier,  but  occasionally 
later  than  that  of  the  Church. 

The  numerous  "Separate"  churches,  which  sprung  up 
about  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century,  were  usually  with- 
out legal  existence  or  distinct  Society  bounds  or  limits.  Only 
a  few  of  them  have  survived  to  the  present  time. 

The  above  is  a  general  statement,  from  which  there  are 
many  variations,  as  to  the  organization,  naming  and  changes 
of  name  of  the  Congregational  Ecclesiastical  Societies  in 
Connecticut.  It  illustrates  the  difficulties  that  will  be  found 
in  locating,  tracing  and  identifying  the  earl}^  Societies.  And 
the  list  which  follows  is  an  attempt  to  aid  the  searcher  in  over- 
coming these  difficulties.  Confessedly  it  is  imperfect,  and  it 
may  be  doubted  if  an  absolutely  perfect  list  can  ever  be  com- 
piled. It  is  certain  to  receive  criticism,  and  presumably  some 
glaring  errors  and  omissions  will  be  discovered  in  it.  But  it  is 
believed  that  it  will  be  found  of  some  aid  by  the  puzzled 
searcher  after  earl}^  Connecticut  ecclesiastical  records. 

This  list  does  not  attempt  to  give  the  Societies  under  their 
strictl}^  legal  names,  which  in  many  cases  it  is  impossible  to 
tell  with  certaint}^;  but  rather  to  give  them  under  the  names 
b}^  which  they  are  best  known,  omitting  the  constant  repetition 
which  would  be  caused  by  the  use  of  the  word  Congregational 
in  the  name  of  each  Society.  In  a  number  of  instances, 
under  a  law  passed  in  1893,  Societies  have  dissolved  and  their 
property  and  functions  have  been  taken  over  by  the  Church 
with  which  they  were  connected.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  a 
few  of  the  Societies  appearing  in  this  list  have  alread}^  become 
extinct  through  such  action.  In  the  numerous  cross  refer- 
ences in  this  list  each  Society  appears  not  only  under  its  own 
name,  but,  where  that  differs  from  the  name  of  the  town  in 
which  it  is  located,  under  that  town's  name  as  well.

Abington  Society  iti  Pom/ret.  Established  May  1749  by  division 
of  Ponifret  First  Society. 

Amity  Society.     See  Woodbridj^e  Society. 

Andover  Society.  Established  May  1747  as  Aiidover  Society  in 
Coventr}',  Hebron  and  Lebanon,  by  division  of  Coventry  First 
and  Second  Societies,  Hebron  Society  and  Lebanon  Second  Society. 
Andover  incorporated  May  1848  from  parts  of  Coventry  and 
Hebron,  its  bounds  being  the  same  as  those  of  Andover  Society  in 
those  two  towns. 

Antioch  Society  i7t  Colchester.  Established  May  1774  within  the 
limits  of  Colchester  First  Society.     This  Society  is  now  extinct. 

ASHFORD  Society.  Leave  granted  October  17 17  to  gather  a  church 
in  Ashford.  Part  set  off  as  Westford  Society  October  1765. 
Part  set  off  as  Eastford  Society  October  1777. 

Ashford  Eastford  or  Third  Society.     See  Eastford  Societ3\ 

Ashford  Westford  or  Second  Society.     See  Westford  Society. 

Avon  West  Avon  or  First  Society.     See  West  Avon  Society. 

Barkhamsted  East  or  First  Society.     Established  May  1779.

Berlin  or  Second  Society.  Established  October  1772  by  division 
of  Kensington  Society  as  Worthington  Society  in  Middletown  and 
Wethersfield.  An  addition  made  from  Wethersfield  in  1794. 
Became  Berlin  Third  Society  on  the  incorporation  of  that  town 
from  Farmington,  Middletown  and  Wethersfield  May  1785. 
Became  Berlin  Second  Society  on  the  incorporation  of  New 
Britain  May  1850. 

Berlin  Kensington  or  First  Society.     See  Kensington  Society. 

Berlin  New  Britain  or  Second  Society.     See  New  Britain  Society. 

Berlin  Third  Society.     See  Berlin  or  Second  Society. 

Bethany  Society.  Established  October  1762  as  Bethany  Society  in 
New  Haven  and  Milford  by  division  of  Amity  Society.  Part  set 
off  as  part  of  Salem  Society  May  1773.  Became  Bethany  or  Second 
Society  in  Woodbridge  on  the  incorporation  of  that  town  January 
1784.  Probably  a  small  part  set  off  to  Woodbridge  First  Society 
May  1803.  Bethany  incorporated  May  1832  from  Woodbridge 
with  the  same  bounds  as  those  of  Bethany  Society. 

Bethany  Salem  Society.     See  Naugatuck  Society. 

BeTheIv  Society.  Established  October  1759  as  Bethel  or  Second 
Society  in  Danbury  by  division  of  Danbury  First  Society.  Bethel 
incorporated  May  1855  from  Danbury  with  the  same  bounds  as 
those  of  Bethel  Societv. 


Bethesda  Society  in  SterltJig.  Established  May  1772  in  the  north 
part  of  Voluntown,  probably  by  division  of  Voluntown  First 
Society.  Part  of  Volnntown  including  this  Society  incorporated 
May  1794  as  Sterling.  The  church  in  this  Society  became  Baptist 
about  1830. 

Bethlehem  Society.  Established  October  1739  as  Bethlehem  Society 
in  Woodbury.  A  small  part  of  Litchfield  annexed  May  1741.  Part 
of  Woodbury  including  this  Society  incorporated  May  1787  as 
Bethlehem. 

BloomfieIvD  Society.  Established  October  1736  as  Wintonbury 
Society  in  Windsor,  Farmington  and  Simsbury  by  division  of 
Societies  in  those  towns.  Bloomfield  incorporated  May  1835  from 
Windsor,  at  which  time  the  name  Wintonbury  seems  to  have  been 
dropped. 

B01.TON  Society.  Liberty  given  May  1725  to  form  a  church  in  the 
town.     Part  set  off  as  part  of  North  Bolton  Society  October  1760. 

Bolton  North  Bolton  or  Second  Society.     See  Vernon  Society. 

BozRAH  Society.  Established  May  1737  as  New  Concord  Society  in 
Norwich  by  division  of  the  First  "  and  adjoining  "  Societies;  was 
the  Fourth  Society  established  in  the  town,  although  sometimes 
called  the  Fifth.  This  part  of  the  town  incorporated  May  1786  as 
Bozrah,  when  it  became  New  Concord  in  Bozrah.  Later  it  was 
called  Fitchville  Society,  and  now  Bozrah. 

Bozrah  Fitchville  or  New  Concord  Society.     See  Bozrah  Society. 

Branford  or  First  Society.  Church  organized  1644  and  reorgan- 
ized about  1687.  Part  set  off  as  Branford  North  Society  October 
1725.     Small  part  set  off  to  East  Haven  Society  October  1815. 

Branford  East  Haven  Society.     See  East  Haven  Society. 

Branford  North  or  Second  or  North  Branford  Society.  See  North 
Branford  Society. 

Branford  Northford  or  Third  Society.     See  Northford  Society. 

Breakneck  Society.     See  South  Killingly  Society. 

Bridgeport  First  Society.  Released  in  1691  as  Pequonnock  Society 
in  Fairfield  and  Stratford,  by  division  of  the  First  Societies  in 
those  towns,  from  paying  rates  to  those  Societies.  Called  Fair- 
field Village  Society  May  1699.  Name  changed  May  1701  to 
Stratfield  Society.  Sometimes  called  Stratford  Second  Society. 
Part  set  off  as  part  of  North  Fairfield  Society  October  1762.  Part 
of  Stratford  including  this  Society  incorporated  May  1821  as 
Bridgeport.  Name  of  Society  formally  changed  May  1847  from 
Stratfield  to  Bridgeport  First. 

Bridgeport  North  Fairfield  Society.     See  Easton  Society. 

Bridgeport  Stratfield  Society.     See  Bridgeport  First  Society. 

BridgewaTER  Society.  Established  October  1803  as  Bridge  water 
Society  in  New  Milford.  Part  of  New  Milford  including  this 
Society  incorporated  May  1856  as  Bridge  water. 

Bristol  Society.  Established  May  1744  as  New  Cambridge  Society 
in  Farmington.  Became  New  Cambridge  Society  in  Bristol  May 
1785  on  incorporation  of  that  town  from  Farmington  May  1785. 
Name  formally  changed  May  1853  to  Bristol  Society. 


Bristol  New  Cambridge  or  First  Society.     See  Bristol  Society. 

Bristol  West  Britain  or  Second  Society.     See  Burlington  Society. 

Brookfiki.d  Society.  Established  October  1754  as  Newbury  Society 
in  Danbur}',  New  Milford  and  Newton,  by  division  of  the  First 
Societies  in  those  towns.  Brookfield  incorporated  May  1788  with 
the  same  bounds  as  those  of  Newbury  Society. 

Brooklyn  Society.  Established  October  1731  as  Mortlake  Society 
including  part  of  the  quasi  town  of  Mortlake  (which  was  later 
included  in  Pomfret),  part  of  Canterbury  and  a  small  part  of 
Pomfret.  More  of  the  quasi  town  of  Mortlake  added  October 
1732.  Brooklyn  incorporated  May  1786  with  the  same  bounds  as 
those  of  Mortlake  Society. 

Brunswick  Society  in  Windham.  Established  January  1774  as  a 
Separate  Society  with  the  same  bounds  as  those  of  the  Scotland 
or  Windham  Third  Society.  Became  extinct  probably  many  years 
ago. 

Buckingham  Society  /;/  Glastonbury.  Established  May  173 1  as 
Eastbury  or  Second  Society  in  Glastonbury  by  division  of  the 
First  Society.  Part  set  off  as  part  of  Marlborough  Society  May 
1747.  Later  called  East  Glastonbury  Society,  and  now  Bucking- 
ham Society. 

Burlington  Society.  Established  October  1774  as  West  Britain 
Society  in  Farmington,  probably  by  division  of  Farmington  First 
Society.  On  incorporation  of  Bristol  May  1785  it  became  West 
Britain  or  Second  Society  in  Bristol.  Part  of  Bristol  including 
this  Society  incorporated  May  1806  as  Burlington. 

Canaan  Society.     See  New  Canaan  Society. 

Canaan  North  or  Second  Society.     See  East  Canaan  Societ}-. 

Canaan  South  or  First  Society.     See  South  Canaan  Society. 

Canterbury  Society.  Inhabitants  given  leave  to  gather  a  church 
May  1 71 1.  A  new  Society  of  Separates  established  May  1760  by 
dissenters  from  the  old  Society.  The  two  Societies  merged  again 
into  one  at  some  later  date.  The  Separate  Society  was  sometimes 
called  North  Canterbury  Society.  Part  set  off  as  part  of  Hanover 
Society  May  1761.  Part  set  off  as  Westminster  Society  October 
1769. 

Canterbury  Hanover  Society.     See  Hanover  Society. 

Canterbury  Mortlake  Society.     See  Brooklyn  Society. 

Canterbury  North  Canterbury  or  Separate  Society.  See  under  Canter- 
bury Society.

Society  in  Simsbury  by  division  of  Simsbury  Society.  Part  of 
SimsVniry  including  this  Society  incorporated  May  1806  as 
Canton. 

CenTerbrook  Society  in  Essex.  Established  May  1722  as  Potopaug 
or  North  or  Second  Society  in  Saybrook  by  division  of  First 
Society.  Part  set  off  as  Chester  Society  October  1740,  Name 
seems  to  have  been  gradually  changed  to  Centerbrook.     Became 


Centerbrook  or  Second  Society  in  Old  Saybrook  on  incorporation 
of  that  town  from  Saybrook  in  May  1852.  Became  Centerbrook 
Society  in  Essex  May  1854  on  the  incorporation  of  that  town 
from  Old  Saybrook  with  the  same  bounds  as  those  of  this  Society. 

Chapi^in  Society.  Established  October  1806  as  Chaplin  Society  by 
division  of  Hampton  Society  and  First  Societies  of  Mansfield  and 
Windham.  Bounds  altered  May  181 5.  Parts  of  Hampton  and 
Mansfield  including  those  parts  of  this  Society  incorporated  May 
1822  as  Chaplin. 

Chatham  East  Hampton  or  Third  or  Second  Society.  See  East  Hampton 
Society.

Chester  Society.  Established  October  1740  as  Chester  Society  in 
Saybrook  by  division  of  Potopaug  Society.

CHESTERFIEI.D  Society  in  Montville,  Waterford,  Neiv  London  and 
Salem.  Established  January  1769  as  Chesterfield  Society  in  New 
London  and  Lyme  by  division  of  New  London  First  and  Lyme 
Societies.  Part  of  that  part  of  New  London  incorporated  as  part 
of  Montville  October  17S6.  The  remainder  incorporated  as  Water- 
ford  October  1801.  A  small  part  added  from  New  London  First 
Society  May  1809.  That  part  of  Lyme  and  perhaps  sections  of 
those  parts  of  Montville  and  Waterford  were  incorporated  May 
1819  as  Salem.     The  Society  became  extinct  about  1820. 

CijNTON  Society.  Inhabitants  of  Killingworth  permitted  October 
1667  to  gather  a  church.  Part  set  off  as  Killingworth  North  or 
Second  Society  May  1737.  Clinton  incorporated  May  1838  from 
Killingworth  with  the  same  bounds  as  those  of  this  Society. 

Coixhester  Society.  Inhabitants  of  Colchester  given  leave  October 
1703  to  form  a  church.  Part  set  off  as  part  of  New  Salem  Society 
May  1725.  Part  set  off  as  part  of  Westchester  Society  October 
1728.  Part  set  off  as  part  of  Marll)orough  Society  May  1747. 
Antioch  Society  established  within  the  limits  of  this  Society  May 
1774.

Crank  Society.     See  Columbia  Society. 

Cromwell  Society.  Established  May  1703  as  Second  or  North  or 
Upper  Society  in  Middletown.  Part  set  off  as  part  of  Westfield 
Society  May  1766.  Part  of  Middletown  including  this  Society 
incorporated  May  185 1  as  Cromwell.  Name  of  Societ}^  formally 
changed  May  1853. 

Cromwell  Middletown  Second  Society.     See  Cromwell  Society. 

Dan  BURY  Society.  Inhabitants  given  leave  to  form  a  church  May 
1696.  Part  set  off  as  part  of  Newbury  Society  October  1754.  Part 
set  off  as  Bethel  Society  October  1759.  New  Danbur}-  Society 
established  within  the  limits  of  this  Society  October  1770. 

Danbury  Bethel  or  Second  Society.     See  Bethel  Society. 

Danbury  Newbury  Society.     See  Brookfield  Society. 

Danbury  New  Danbury  Society.     See  New  Danbury  Society. 

DanieLvSON  Society  in  Killingly.  Established  October  1805  as  West- 
field  Society  by  division  of  "  the  middle  society  "  in  Killingly,  at 
which  time  it  would  be  the  Third  Society.  Usually  called 
West  Killingly  Society  until  1878.  Since  then  called  Danielson 
Society. 

Darien  Society.  Established  October  1737  as  Middlesex  Society  in 
Norwalk  and  Stamford  by  division  of  the  First  Society  in  each  of 
those  towns.  Part  included  in  New  Canaan  on  its  incorporation 
May  1801.  Part  of  Stamford  including  this  Society  incorporated 
May  1820  as  Darien. 

Derby  First  Society.  Inhabitants  of  Derby  given  leave  May  1678  to 
form  a  church.  Part  set  off  as  part  of  Oxford  Society  May  1741. 
Part  set  off  as  part  of  Salem  Society  May  1773.  Part  set  off  as 
part  of  Great  Hill  Society  May  1779. 

Derby  Great  Hill  Society.     See  Great  Hill  Society. 

Derby  Humphreysville  Society.     See  Seymour  Society. 


Derby  Oxford  Society.     See  Oxford  Society. 

Derby  Salem  Society.     See  Naugatuck  Society. 

Durham  Society.  Inhabitants  of  Durham  given  liberty  to  form  a 
church  October  1708.

Established  October  1767 
by  division  of  Canaan  Society  as  North  or  Second  Society  in 
Canaan.  Became  North  Canaan  Society  on  incorporation  of  that 
town  from  Canaan  May  1858.     Now  called  East  Canaan  Society. 

Eastford  Society.  Established  October  1777  as  Eastford  Society-  in 
Ashford  by  division  of  First  Society.  Part  of  Ashford  including 
this  Society  incorporated  May  1847  as  Eastford. 

East  Glastonbury  Society.     See  Buckingham  Society. 

East  Granby  Society.  Established  October  1736  as  Turkey  Hills 
Society  in  Simsbur}''  by  division  of  First  Society.  Small  part 
added  from  Windsor  May  1737.  Part  of  Simsbury  including  this 
Society  incorporated  as  Granby  October  1786.  Society  reesta- 
blished May  1812.  Part  of  Windsor  including  this  Society  incor- 
porated as  Windsor  Locks  May  1854.  Part  of  Granb}^  and  Windsor 
Locks  including  this  Society  incorporated  as  East  Granby  June 
1858.  Name  formally  changed  January  1905  from  Turkey  Hills 
Society  to  East  Granby  Society.

Part  of  Haddam  including  this 
Society  incorporated  May  1734  as  East  Haddam.  Part  set  off  as 
part  of  Hadlyme  Society  October  1742. 

East  Haddam  Hadlyme  Society.     See  Hadlyme  Society. 

East  Haddam  Millington  or  Second  Society.     See  Millington  Society. 

East  Haddam  Westchester  Societ)'.     See  Westchester  Society. 

East  Hampton  Society  in  Chatham.  Established  May  1746  as  East 
Hampton  Society  in  Middletown  by  division  of  Third  Society. 
Part  of  Middletown  including  this  Society  incorporated  as  Chat- 
ham October  1767,  when  it  became  the  Third  Society  in  that  town. 
Became  Second  Society  on  incorporation  of  Portland  from  Chatham 
May  1 84 1. 

East  Hartford  Society.  Established  October  1694  as  Hartford  east 
side  of  great  river,  or  East  Hartford  or  Thiird  Society  by  division 
of  Hartford  First  and  Second  Societies;  but  not  given  full  authority 
as  a  Society  until  May  1702.  Part  set  off  as  Orford  Society  May 
1772.  Part  of  Hartford  including  this  Society  incorporated  Octo- 
ber 1783  as  East  Hartford. 

East  Hartford  Orford  or  Second  Society.     See  South  IVIanchester  Society. 

East  Harti.and  Society  in  Hartland.  Established  1761  as  Hartland 
Society.  Part  set  off  January  1779  as  West  Hartland  or  Second 
Society  in  Hartland,  making  this  the  First  Society,  after  which 
it  came  to  be  called  East  Hartland. 


East  Haven  Socikty.  Inhabitants  <^iven  leave  May  1709  to  embody 
in  church  estate,  making  this  East  Haven  Society  in  New  Haven 
by  division  of  First  Society.  Part  of  New  Haven  inckiding  this 
Society  incorporated  May  1785  as  East  Haven.

Fair  Haven  Society  was  established 
January  1774  with  the  same  limits  by  persons  who  had  seceded 
from  this  Society.  The  two  Societies  became  reunited  and  were 
established  October  1796  as  the  United  Societies  of  Wliite  Haven 
and  Fair  Haven. 

WhiTneyvii^le  Society  /;/  Hamden.  Established  May  1795  as  East 
Plain  Society  to  include  all  of  Hamden  not  in  Mount  Carmel 
Society,  but  which  had  previously  been  in  New  Haven  Societies. 
Came  later  to  be  called  Whitneyville. 

W1LI.INGTON  Society.  The  town  of  Willington  incorporated  and  an 
ecclesiastical  tax  laid  May  1727. 

Wilton  Society.  Established  May  1726  as  Wilton  Society  in  Norwalk 
by  division  of  First  Society.  Part  set  off  as  part  of  Norfield 
Society  May  1757.  Part  of  Norwalk  including  this  Society  incor- 
porated as  Wilton  May  1802. 

Wilton  Norfield  or  Weston  Society.     See  Weston  Society. 

Winchester  or  First  Society.  West  and  South  part  of  Winches- 
ter established  as  a  Society  May  1 768. 

Winchester  Winsted  or  Second  Society.     See  Winsted  First  Society. 
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Windham  or  First  Society,  The  Assembly  in  May  1699  confirmed 
the  agreement  of  the  inhabitants  of  Windham  about  matters  of 
public  worship.  This  was  to  build  two  churches  and  hold  meet- 
ings summer  and  fall  at  the  north  end,  winter  and  spring  at  the 
south  end.  Part  set  off  as  Windham  North  East  Part  May  1717. 
Part  set  off  as  Windham  Third  Society  May  1732.  Part  set  off  as 
part  of  Chaplin  Society  October  1800,

A  Second  Society  established  May  1668 
within  the  limits  of  this  Society.  Part  set  off  as  East  Windsor 
Society  May  1696.  Part  set  off  as  Poquonock  Society  October 
1724.  Part  set  off  as  Windsor  North  Society  October  1759,  and 
reunited  with  this  Society  May  1792. 

Windsor  Second  Society.  A  number  of  dissenters  from  Windsor 
First  Church  were  given  liberty  in  1669  to  establish  in  church 
estate.     The  church  was  disbanded  in  1680. 

Windsor  North  Society.  Established  October  1759  by  division  of 
First  Society.  Reunited  with  the  First  Society  May  1792,  at 
which  time  it  was  called  Fourth  Society. 

Windsor  East  Windsor  or  Second  Society.     See  South  Windsor  Society. 

Windsor  Ellington  Society.     See  Ellington  Society.

Part  set  off  as  Bethany  Society 
October  1762,  Parts  of  New  Haven  and  Milford  including  this 
Society  and  Bethany  Society  incorporated  January  1784  as  Wood- 
bridge,  making  this  Woodbridge  First  Society.

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Woodbury  or  First  Society.  Church  organized  in  1670.  Part  set 
off  asSouthbury  Society  May  1731.

Probably  part  set  off  as  part  of  Middle- 
bury  Society  December  1790.  Woodbury  Strict  Society  estab- 
lished October  1816  with  the  same  bounds  as  those  of  this  Society. 
Sometimes  called  Woodbury  South  Society.
